f ì NOTHKR "sit-down strike” a t the qua rters of 
■ Ihe La nca .ster county boa rd of commissioners 
ea rly this week a dded a nother cha pter to this pro­ 
tra cted ba ttle between Commissioner Clint Mitchell 
a nd federa l relief a gencies. 
This time it wa .s the closing of the county- 
federa l sponsored house-keeping project, a ffect­ 
ing the livelihood of 47 women.

Only he, it ha s seemed throughout these months 
of mi.sundersta nding, ha s ha d the proper pla n of 
ha ndling relief. 
It Is a ra ther regretta ble development. 
The 
sewing project wa s restricted a nd limited in its 
usefulness. 
Now the household project ha s been 
termina ted. It is stra nge tha t a mong the 93 counties 
of the sta te not even a sma ll pa rt of the friction 
a nd controversy tha t ha s developed here in La n­ 
ca ster sprea ds itself over the new’s a ccounts. Those 
counties a re just a s concerned a nd just a s interested 
in the relief problem a s Mr. Mitchell. It ha s a p­ 
pea red a t times tha t he ha s wa nted to write the 
rules, ha ve the fina l sa y so in a dministra tion, a nd 
direct relief solely upon his own idea s 
We’re in wa r now, a nd more a nd more the fed­ 
era l governmetit will find itself burdened with the 
fina ncia l loa d of na tiona l defense. More a nd more 
the counties will be ca lled to ta ke over the problems.

NE loa d tha t ha s been troubling both the 
America n a nd British people lifted in the 
news from Ru.ssia . There, in Kuibyshev, report« 
confirmed thoughts fa king sha pe ea rlier tha t Hitler 
would underta ke to negotia te a "pea ce” wdth the 
Russia n government.

The Russia tha t ca me from out of the first wofld 
wa r wa s born in revolution a ga inst the old roya l 
fa mily of the cza rs. No one then, not even six 
months before the Kerensky uprising, which wa s fol­ 
lowed by the Lenin government, ha d the slightest 
intima tion tha t the a rmy a nd the pea sa ntry of Rus­ 
sia a fter yea rs of pa tient suffering a nd grim poverty 
would underta ke the esta blishment of a new form 
of government for Russia . 
Those old fierce fires of the ea rly yea rs of Rus­ 
sia n communi.sm ha d cooled quite considera bly be­ 
fore Russia a nd Germa ny ca me to grips. In the 
qua rter of a century tha t Russia ha d experienced 
under commimism the world now is a wa re, a nd so 
poigna ntly a wa re tha t there must be something in 
Russia to a rou.se a nd comma nd such dogged devo­ 
tion a nd loya lty a s ha s revea led itself in these 
recent months of ga lla nt defense.

TUBERCULOS IS DEVELOPS VERY 
S LOWLY; EXIS TS LONG UNKNOWN 
Yesterda y I tried to outline the 
conception of the na ture a nd de­ 
velopment of tuberculosis to which 
most modern students of the sub­ 
ject subscribe. 
Let me remind you tha t I sa id 
tha t tuberculosis ma y a ffect ma ny 
different pa rts of the body, most 
frequently the lungs. Tuberculosis 
of the lungs occurs mostly 
in 
young a dults. Although it is na t­ 
ura l to suppose, when a young 
person a t the a ge of twenty or so 
begins to cough a nd it is found 
tha t he ha s tuberculosis, tha t the 
disea se ha s suddenly ma de its a p­ 
pea ra nce, the rea l fa cts a re prob­ 
a bly tha t it w-a s a cquired in child­ 
hood, usua lly from a nother person 
in the household or in school. 
D ev elop s Slow ly 
This mea ns tha t tuberculosis is 
a disea se of very slow develop­ 
ment which a ssumes one cha ra c­ 
ter in childhood a nd cha nges to 
a nother cha ra cter in a dult life. 
The child, let us sa y, is brought 
up in a household where there is 
a n 
old 
gra ndfa ther 
or 
gra nd­ 
mother who ha s a chronic cough 
The 
cough 
ha s 
a lwa ys 
been 
thought to be chronic bronchitis, 
but it ma y be tuberculosis. 
Tu­ 
berculosis does not a lwa ys kill 
them off in youth. 
Sometimes 
enough immunity develops so tha t 
it is ca rried by people until thev 
get to be seventy or eighty yea rs 
of a ge. 


Sy m p tom s in C hildren 
In childhood the disea se re­ 
ma ins in the lymph nodes of the 
chest or a bdomen. It is not neces- 
p rily in the lungs a nd therefore 
IS not cha ra cterized by coughing 
or sputum, but by slight cha nges 
in nutrition, such a s a low fever 
in the a fternoon a nd persistent 
under-nutrition. 
If the disea se is not conquered 
by the individua l in childhood, it 
ma y sprea d to the bones, the kid­ 
neys, or most frequently, to the 
lungs where it turns into a n en­ 
tirely different disea se—the fa ­ 
milia r form of tuberculosis, cha r­ 
a cterized by coughing, fever, ex­ 


pectora tion, loss of weight, fa ­ 
tigue, etc. 
But is there a ny da nger in being 
a nurse, a medica l student or a 
doctor in a tuberculosis sa na tori- 
um? 
Dr. Trudea u sa id in 1906, 
“ Our employes in the sa na torium, 
rining room ma ids, etc., a re a ll 
hea lthy 
people. 
None of them 
ha ve developed tuberculosis in the 
sa na torium.” 
R ecent R ep orts. 
Here too, idea s ha ve cha nged 
somewha t. Of la te yea rs reports 
ha ve come in showing tha t medi­ 
ca l 
students 
a nd 
nurses 
brea k 
down with tuber-culosis more often 
tha n the genera l popula tion a t 
tha t a ge. Of course it must be 
remembered tha t the pa tient of 
twenty to twenty-five is a t the a ge 
when tuberculosis is most often 
discovered. 
In a well-known university it 
wa s found tha t during their col­ 
lege yea rs, 11 pier cent of medica l 
students a nd only 1.8 per cent of 
la w students developed tubercu­ 
losis, so tha t a fter two yea rs 9.2 
percent ha d become a ffected. This 
is la rgely due to ca relessness on 
the pa rt of pa tients who do not 
cover the mouth while coughing 
a nd project droplets into the a ir. 
These 
ca ses 
a re 
a ppa rently 
hea led childhood ca ses tha t ha d 
a focus tha t wa s lighted into a c­ 
tivity by the immunity process of 
re-infection. Medica l students who 
enter school with a nega tive tu­ 
berculin test a lmost a lwa ys be­ 
come positive within two or three 
yea rs.

"In wha t foods will one find 
sulphur?

In a ll of tha t region to the west of 
the Missouri in the thirty-five 
yea rs which preceded the ea rly 
beginnings of the old overla nd 
tra ils there wa s the vivid sha rp

Up To Old Tricks 
The dubious gentry, from the 
ca rd sha rk to the murderer, sought 
refuge on the frontier. 
He wa s 
exposed to less persona l da nger. 
In those first yea rs of the tra ils 
a t lea st there wa s no la w except 
the discipline a nd order esta b­ 
lished by the emigra nts them­ 
selves. There were no courts, a nd 
no enforcement officia ls. The only 
la ws tha t existed were those con­ 
structed by ea ch emigra nt tra in for 
its own sa fety a nd protection.

One of the first requirements 
a dopted W’a s tha t every ma n be­ 
tween the a ges of 18 a nd 25 should 
be a rmed, a nd prepa red to defend 
himself a nd his a ssocia tes if the 
occa sion a rose. Automa tica lly up­ 
on becoming a member of the 
compa ny, the emigra nt bound him­ 
self to respect the opinion of the 
ma jority of his a ssocia tes upon a ll 
questions of wha t wa s expedient 
for the genera l w’elfa re of the en­ 
tire group. 
And yet there were 
a dequa te provisions to protect ea ch 
individua l 
member from 
injus­ 
tices. It wa s provided tha t before 
the trustees a nd the council a ny­ 
one should ha ve the right to pro­ 
test a nd to dissent a ga inst a ny 
decision or a ction determined upon 
a nd to ha ve his protest hea rd by 
every member of the emigra nt 
tra in. 
It a lso wa s stipula ted tha t 
the officers might be removed, or 
impjea ched for a ny neglect of duty 
or for a ny other good a nd suf­ 
ficient rea .son. 
It wa s stipula ted 
specia l efforts should be put forth 
to encoura ge ministers, physicia ns, 
a nd tea chers to a ccompa ny the 
wa gon tra ins crossing the pla ins. 


Loaded Too Heav ily 
It W’a s the experience of those 
ea rlier expeditions tha t the mis­ 
ta kes ma de genera lly were on the 
side of over ca ution. 
The wa gon.s 
were too crowded a nd too hea vy. 
Long before ha lf of the di.sta nce 
ha d been tra versed it beca me nec- 
es.sa ry to a ba ndon portions of the 
ca rgo a nd the pla ins w’ere strewn
